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German’s chocolate cake has 
become a highly popular dessert 
during the past few months. It’s 
a moist, rich, three-layer cake 
with a delicate flavor that comes 
from the sweet cooking choco- 
late that is used as an ingredi- 
ent. n 

There are many and varied 
stories about the-recipe’s origin. 
One is that a serviceman sta- 
tioned in Germany brought it 


back to his wife. It is more likely, - 


however, that the name’ came 
‘from the sweet ingredient—Ger- 
man sweet chocolate—which has 


nothing to do with Germany but . 


is named for Samuel German, an 

‘Englishman who went to the 
United States almost 100 years 
ago. This man started life in the 
new country as coachman to a 
famous chocolate manufacturer 
and gradually ,worked into his 
employer's Business and finally 
developed the formula for the 
sweet chocolate that bears his 
name. 


If you have missed this recipe 


‘or mislaid it, here it is again. 


It takes time to make and it 
isn’t expensive, but if you want 
a reputation for cooking skill 
and a new “specialty of the 
house,” try this delicidus. and 
lovely-ta-look-at chocolate cake.

He said an urgent examina- 
tion of production and merchan- 
dising methods is wareanted to 
see what can be done to halt 
this disastrous downward trend.

Mr. Paige noted that with re- 
gistered warehouses, the onus 
would be on the grader or 
packer to comply with grade 
standards and other regulations, 
It would mean a more consist- 
ently well-graded pack being 
put on the market,

age returns, aiding federal sup- 
port programs or deficiency pay- 
ment systems, And, he added, 
production of a better eating 
potato would be encouraged.

The day of Calvary would 


come later that week and Jesus - 


knew it. In parable he foretold 
His own death at the hands of 
God’s favored people, Israel.

Against Him they 
poured forth their hatred and 
envy as they prevailed on Pilate 
to crucify Him. It seemed on 
that dark day that God was. de- 
feated. But He wasn't. Three 
days later He raised His Son 
from the dead. Forty days later 
He received Him into Heaven to 
sit at His own right hand. 


In 70 A.D. God’s judgment fell 


on this rebellious people. Their 
city was testroyed by the Roman 
army and they were scattered 
throughout the world. Only in 
the last forty years have they 
been allowed to return to their 
own land and that- under some 
restrictions. The Gospel which 
was first presented to the Jews: 
was given a more favorable re- 
ception by the Gentiles. 


Why do people reject Jesus 
Christ? While many of the Gen- 
tiles have accepted Jesus Christ, 
many still reject Him. It’s hard 
to understand. We know that to 
obey God and accept His salva- 
tion as provided by Jesus Christ, 
is the proper thing to do. But 
sin blinds our eyes. It requires 
effort to turn from sin and seek 
God. Of course, we are not saved 
by our effort. We are saved by 
faith. But it requires exercise of 
the will to repent of our sins and 
thus get into the position where 
God can give us the faith by 
which to believe. Jesus, in his 
lament over Jerusalem, said, “O 
Jerusalem, Je lem, thou that 
illest the prophets, and stonest 
them which are sent unto thee, 
how often would J have gathered 
thy children together, even as 
a hen gathereth her chickens un- 
der her wings, and ye would 
not!” A hen has several calle for

If we don’t, we 
shall have no shelter when the

certain subject. I thought I had 
so off I went to the basement 
and brought up two big cartons 
of brown envelopes, marked as 
to contents.

Science is ‘watching ‘our man- 
nerisms. Experts who have just 
concluded an extensive probe 


men and women declare that 
they reveal a person’s character 
and feelings more effectively 
than anything else. 

“Keep an eye on your manner- 
isms and gestures and you'll 
learn to know yourself and other 
people much better,” they advise. 

Scientific study of gestures 
shows that they fall naturally 
into two classes. 

“Any downward movement of 
the head, hands, arms or eye- 


tempt,” states one scientist who 
checked up on 500 men and 500 
women in different walks of 
life. 

“Any upward movement us- 
ually expresses admiration or 
pleasure.” 

He says there are a few ex- 
ceptions to this, but they only 
serve to prove the rule. For in- 
stance, there’s a way of raising 
the eyebrows which expresses a 
sneer, but then a sneer is really 
a compliment which is meant to 
be understood as an insult, the 
scientist adds. 

A. srieer, too,’ is deliberate 
whereas the gestures which real- 
ly tell tales are always made 
without deliberation.

estimated 400,000 Canadian ele- 
mentary and secondary school 
pupils will be driven an estimat- 
ed 70 million miles to and from 
their classrooms. 


Their safety will mainly de- 
pend on three things: the skill 
and judgment of the school bus 
driver; the mechanical condition 
of his. vehicle; and the conduct 
of the children themselves get- 
ting on and off the bus and dur- 
ing the actual travel. Yet it’s a 
shocking fact that, in the words 
of Fred Ellis, general manager, 
Ontario Safety League, “Many 
communities are apathetic to 
these elementary safety factors.” 


Fortunately, to date there have 
been very few school bus tra- 
gedies in Canada. But as high- 
conditions become 
more hazardous oureluck may 
not hold out. The number of 
accidents in recent years involv- 
ing schoo] vehicles should serve 
as a stern warning. During the 
last six months of 1956. in On- 
tario, for example, there were 31 


_ accidents. British Columbia had 


27 accidents in 1957 — or an 
average of nearly three per 
month over the 10-month school 
year. No statistics are available 
for all Canada. 

The irony of the situation is 
that safety experts know what 
precautions must be taken to 
prevent large vehicles from be- 
coming involved in accidents. 
The ~ trucking industry follows 
their advice eagerly with the re- 
sult that commercial truck driv- 
ers have an impressive safety 
record, On the other hand, many 
school administrators fail to fol- 
low the truckers’ example. One 
can only conclude that many 
communities attach more im- 


of furniture or a tankful of milk 
than they do to transporting 
their children safely. 

Some recent accidents empha- 
size this point. Near Orono, Ont., 
a bus carrying 14 high school 
students stalled while going up & 
and started rolling back- 
wards. The brakes failed and 
the bus rolled over an embank- 
ment.

There would likely have 
been many more injuries had 
the vehicle gone over a much 
deeper drop nearby. There's a

In Saskatchewan, a schoo) bus 
driver was fired after a formal 
road test showed that he was 
incapable of handling the job 
His was not a rare case. Con- 
trary to the advice of safety ex- 
perts, a man can become a school 
bus driver in any one of several 
provinces without ‘a stiff medical 
examination and without know- 
ing much about driving a bus. 


In investigating the safety’ of 
our schoo] transportation in Can- 
oda, I questioned police, safety 
experts, and provincial education 
and highway officials. I posed 
these questions: Are we doing 
all we can do to protect our 
children? Are we ignoring ha- 
zards that could be removed? 
What are the greatest danger 
points in our present school 
transportation systems? 


Their answers. give cause for 
both optimism and pessimism. 
The cheerful news is that many 
schoo] authorities are fully 
aware of the school bus safety 
problem and are meéting it with 
vigor and imaginati¢h, generous- 
ly back by dollars; others are 
becoming aware of the hazard« 
and are organizing to meet them. 
On the gloomy side, I found that 
in many parts of Canada the full 
nature of the problem is not yet 
realized and that very little is 
being done. In some localities, 
considerations other than safety 
—such as local polities or the de- 
sire to save a few dollars — are 
being given priority. 


The most important figure in 
safe schoo] transportation is the 
man who drives the bus. The 
National Safety Council likens 
him “to a ship’s captain or an 
airline pilot because precious 
buman lives~depend on his ex- 
perience, skill and judgment” 
Yet the sad fact is thet too 
often the employment of the 
school bus driver is made on a 
casual basis. It’s often a part- 
time job taken on by a person 
who works in a garage, in a 
store, on a farm or on shift work. 
The health of the driver is an 
important factof, yet only a few 
provinces, such as Alberta and 
Nova Scotia, insist on annual 
medical certificates. A mature 
age is also important, that’s why 
the National Safety Council sets 
21 as the minimum age for a bus 
driver — advice that’s followed 
by at least 18 American states 
In most Canadian provinces, a 
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youth of 18 can get the job. A 
candidate’s temperament and his 
attitude toward children are also 


mportant considerations. In the © 


opinion of W. Arch Bryce, secre- 
tary of the Canadian Highway 
Safety Conference, “Dangerous 
hooliganism on many buses is 
the direct result of a careless 
hiring attitude by boards of edu- 
cation. When a wrong choice is 
made, there’s trouble ahead.” 

In practically every part. of 
Canada, school] bus drivers lack 
adequate training in the opera- 
tion of a heavy vehicle. A typi- 
cal new driver holds only a 
chauffeur’s license and has ex- 


perience only with ‘passenger 
ears. But is this qualification 
enough? Most trucking com- 


panies think not. They require 
all their new drivers — even if 
they’ve held a chauffeur’s license 


for 20 years — to take a long, 
intensive course .in handling 
heavy vehicles before taking 


regular runs on the highway. For 
the same reason, Wallace N. 
Hyde, director of métor vehicles, 
North Carolina, says, “The per- 
son with a good record driving 
an ordinary car will not neces- 
sarily make a safe and efficient 
school bus driver.” 


For one thing, there’s quite a 
difference between carrying two 
or three young passengers in a 
family car and carrying several 
dozen lively — if not rowdy — 
voungsters who are temporarily 
free of any parental or teacher 
discipline. 

There ts also a whale of a physi- 
eal difference between a 55. pas- 
senger conveyance and the or- 
Cinary family car. For example, 
at 25 moh a passenger car will 
stop in 25 feet: a bus needs 40 
feet. You neéd more space to take 


a turn with a bus and you have 


to take it more slowly A driver 
reeds many hours behind the 
wheel of a big vehicle to get the 
hang of ‘the transmission. Re- 
cently one Canadian bus dealer 
received a.complaint from a 
driver that the clutch was al- 
ways wearing out. The dealer 
went for a ride with the driver 
and was amazed.to find that he 
was thoroughly Unfamiliar with 
the transmission. He knew little 
or nothing about how to use the 
six-speed gear shift which was 
intended to give greater control 
going’ up or down hills and in 
slirnery weather. 

The indifference of many 
schoo) boards often adds un to 
the irefficiency of the bus driv- 
ers. A Saskatchewan safety ol- 
ficial told me, “Many school bus 
drivers feel that nobody is ‘in- 
terested in what they're doing, 
en they become careless.” Fred 
Fllis of the 
Leogue adds, “There’s ho incent- 
ive for the good school bus 
driver.” In contrast, in manv 
parts of the country commercial 
truck drivers with good records 
are given cash bonuses, feted at 
hanouets and sent away on 
courses to improve their status. 

What can be done to ensure 
that our children are not entrust- 
ed to unqualified drivers? First 
and foremost, we should be much 


onired for school bus drivers. 
The state of Pennsylvania has 
laid down a list of criteria now 
widely approved by safety au- 
thorities in Canada and the Unit- 
ed States. Tt says that the driver 
should be at least 21 years of age 
and in excellent health. Each 
vear, he should be tested for 
vision, hearing, muscular steadi- 
ness and streneth, fast reactjon 
time and freedom from vhysicai 
conditions which might make 
him faint, such as heart disease, 
high blood pressure and epilepsy. 
Psvchological tests should estab- 
lish that he’s a stable, self-disci- 
plined and patient person. A 
rumber of highly regarded local 
citizens who know him should 
attest to the fact that he’s a per- 
son of good habits.

Antarctic.” —~ 
This revolutionary profile was 
first traced by the Vanguard 
satellite launched last March. 
Ann Eckles,@a 24-year-old gra- 
duate with the -Naval / Research 
Laboratory, noticed a peculiar 
fact in her routine computations 
of the Vanguard orbit: When the 
satellite orbited closest (405 
miles) to earth, it dipped down 
about’2.5 miles over the North- 
ern Hemisphere, and rose 2.5 
miles over the Southern. 
According to Dr. O'Keefe, this 
dipsy-doodle course was caused 
by the pull of gravity: To ac- 
eount for this, he concluded, the 
earth must hump out some 50 
feet at the North Pole, yanking 
at the satellite with that much 
more downward gravity tug. The

' 4s 50 feet flatter than previously 
calculated.

‘Pint-Size Parking ; 
For Small Cars 


While Detroit hesitates on the 
brink of -all-out production of 
small economy cars, the western 
United tSates and notably the 
West Coast have in considerable 
degree already accepted tiny im- 
ports as part of the regular way 
of life. 


A notable demonstration may ,, 

seen in several of the largest 
and newest public parking gar- 
ages. Architects of these have 
utilized. all manner of odd-sized 
spaces for special marking, 
“Sports Cars Only.” 


The result is that such spaces 
can accommodate two vehicles 
in€tead of one, or three inst 
of two. At certain places alon 
walls it is feasible to accommo- 
@ate an occasional small car 
where otherwise no parking 
could be laid out. 3 


Evidently the garage owners 
weren't precisionists in their 
“sport car” markings because the 
clear intention is to accommo- 
date any sort of small vehicle. 
There are more so-called “econo- 
my cars” fitting such spaces 
than “sports cars” and as a mat- 
ter of fact even the sports car 
enthusiasts never have agreed 
on a definition for their pets. 


“Any car in which One can ~ 
enjoy sport is a sports car,” says 
the most liberal of the defini- 
tions. This could take in any- 
thing, presumably. Some ‘of the 
larger sports cars such as Fer- 
rari of Italy and Aston-Martin 
of England would really crowd 
the new small “sports car” stalls 
in which a Volkswagen or a 
Renault, economy-size but not 
primarily for sport, fit with room 
to space. (The definition of 
sports car most generally ac- 
cepted is that it is a smallish - 
two-seater carrying bumpers, 
windshields, and other street 
equipment, fit to use for super- 
market shopping but also ca- 
pable on occasion of competing 
in races with some chance to 
win in its class as defined by 
cylinder displacement.)

Blasting Caps 
Can Be Dangerous 


Few places are more danger- 
ous playgrounds 
than construction sites. That's 
the advice of police and fire de- 
partment representatives who 
have taken time out to visit 
schools to promote safe play 
habits. j 

Children can pick up a handful 
of trouble at building project 
sites. Take blasting caps for in- 
stance. Blasting caps are essen- 
tial tools in much construction 
work but when mishandled by 
children, who could mistake them 


for firecrackers or empty rifle. 


cartridges, these innocent-look- 
ing cylinders can cause serious 
injuries. 

Officials advise children to stay 
away from places where build- 
ing is going on — an organized 
playground has much-safer fun 
to offer. However, if a stray 
blasting cap should be found, 
children are told to keep “hands 
off”. 

There are two main types of 
blasting caps: non-electric for 
use with safety fuse, and those 
set off electrically. 

The type for use with safety 
fuse is about 1% inches long 
and about the thickness of a 
pencil. It has one open end and 
is made of aluminum. 

Electric blasting cap shells 
are made of either copper or 
aluminum and may vary from 
one to five inches in length. They 
have two colored wires. attached. 

Open flame, shock, friction, 
undue heat or rough handling 
can cause -detonation of these 
caps. The police or some other 
authority who can dispose of the 
blasting cap safely should be 
notified immediately one {is found.

A meal, a few drinks, a wan- 
der round the town, then return 
to camp. That was the innocent 
intention of three young British 
soldiers on leave in Kure, Japan, 
in January, 1954, at the end of 
the Korean war. But they lost 
control, got drunk on rum in a 
dive, became aggressive, and 
were flung out by two leering 
Japs. 

Inflamed by the liquor and the 
need to be revenged on someone 
for the rough handling, they saw 
a prostitute, and, after arguing 
the matter, 
and rob her. As she tried to dart 
off they jumped on her. 


Signalman Graham _ Nicholls 
found a broken brick in his hand 
and crashed it down on her head. 
She dropped in a huddle, moan- 
ing, then began shrieking, “M.P.! 
M.P.! Thieves!” He grabbed 
money from her bag and the 
three made off. The other two 
William Dreslin, from 
Dublin, and William McKeragh- 
an, from Glasgow. 

It was a senseless crime for a 
paltry 800 yen—$2.00. And it had 
grave results. For the Japs now 
had the right to try and punish 
British servicemen for crimes 
committedoutside their bases. 

Interrogation in barracks 
focussed on the «three men as 
suspects. Blood-stained trousers 
were found under Nicholls's bed. 
He pleaded that he had cut him- 
self in a fall some time previous- 
ly, and the cut had healed. But 
there was evidence enough to 
justify handling the men over to 
the Japanese police. 

Gordon Thomas and Ronald 
Hutchinson tell the whole dra- 
matic story in “Turn By The 
Window.” The trio were taken, 
handcuffed, to police H.Q., raked 
separately with questions in the 
hope that théy would incriminate 
each other, aeehy 

“Each one was framed to 
blacken my case further,” Nich- 
olls says. “Wasn't I responsible 
for attacks on other women in 
Kure? Hadn’t I arranged to stay 
in Japan to profit out of the local 
populace? Over and over again 
the same questions were thrust 
at me, slowly clogging my mind 
and making it diffcult to think 
clearly.” / 

He was even taken from prison 
to hospital to confront the wo- 
man lying in bed, bandaged, 
looking deathly, with two old 
people—evidently her parents— 
sitting by. The old couple began 
at him, all three 
screeched at him, “Why you do 
it, soldier?” she asked at last. 
And Nicholls could say nothing. 

Under pressure of this kind 
the three decided to plead guilty 
after appearing before the Chief 
Procurator, who acted as prose- 
cutor, magistrate and coroner, 
and allowed for no doubt as to 
their guilt. 

Eventually they were tried by 
three judges—so forbidding that 
Nicholls, christened them Lofty,

a defence counsel to plead miti- 
gation and sue for leniency. 

Nicholls was stunned when, as 
ringleader, he got a five-year 
sentence and had to give’up his 
military uniform for a black 
one. He was now an outcast from 
the Army, which could do noth- 
ing for him. 

In Kobe jail he went on hun 
ger-strike against the starvation 
rations and suffered hardships. 
Later, in: Yokosuka prison, he 
took part in a mass revolt against 
the guards, aimed at redressing 
grievances. His final release came 
from a parole board. His story 
makes absorbing reading.

Of all U.S. criminals, the pro- 
fessional , bad-check artist is 
probably the most dapper. Be- 
tween 25 and 40 years of age, he 
is apt to sport a lodge emblem 
or a respectable club’s badge in 
the lapel of his conservative suit. 
He is also likely to be highly in- 
telligent. When 50 convicted 
check forgers were given IQ tests, 
42 per cent scored higher than 
110, which is the IQ of only 25 
per cent of the general popula- 
tion. But he is also likely to be 
a man driven by a “deep-seated 
feeling of insecurity.” 

This portrait of the bogus- 
check passer was painted by Dr. 
John MacDonald at the Amer!- 
can Psychiatric Association meet- 
ing in Philadelphia. After a study 
of 300 check offenders in mental 
institutions and penitentiaries, 
the University of Colorado psy- 
chiatrist found that most of them 
wrote bad checks either “to pur- 
chase friends and demonstrate 
affluence” or to relieve repressed 
feelings ‘of hostility.

In that way the lines and 
flaws in my face show on the 
screen. This is truth, and people 
want to see characters on the 
screen who are real. 


“The medium has changed, and 
possibly that’s why my career 
changed ‘too. Hollywood, is more 
and more a director’s and writer's 
medium. The picture with the 
big-name star is no longer an as- 
surance of success» It's riow a 
team effort, and as an actor I've 
been fortunate to find my place, 
to fit better into the medium. My 
approach to making movies is 
simple as falling off a dolly. I 
read a script and if I can believe 
in the’ character and ‘the story 
line, I do it. If I can’t, I don’t.” 


Another big reason for Ford’s 
current box-office dominance is 
that he has appeared recently in 
several good comedies, and there 
is no doubt that movie audiences 
hunger for fun these days. Glenn 
Ford comedies do particularly 
well. Why? Unlike the) profes- 
sional gagman -movies, Ford in- 
terpolates credible subjectivity 
in all he does. As he explained 
it: “I don’t play it as comedy but 
as serious drama. Once an actor 
thinks he’s funny, he’s lost the 
audience. If you examine care- 
fully each of the comedies I've 
been in—‘Teahouse of the August 
Moon,’ ‘Don’t Go Near the Water,’ 
‘Imitation General’—you'll find 
that though the movies are billed 
as comedies, the leading charac- 
ter is always confronted with a 
very serious situation. My new 
picture has the same sort of tech- 
nique. Maybe that’s my secret.”

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The Truth About 


A Farhous Fight 


Perhaps you are one of the 


millions who still have the idea 


that Tommy Farr — “Tonypandy 
Tommy” — almost beat Cham- 
pion Joe Louis for the heavy- 
weight championship. In a recent 
issue of NEWSWEEK one of our 
greatest — and most amusing — 
sportswriters, John Lardner, 
gives the lowdown on how this 
strictly erroneous legend came 
into being. Take it away, Mr. 
Lardner, 


It’s interesting, but also dis- 


turbing, to note how quickly and 


smoothly legend can replace his- 
tory. There’s a legend afoot today 
that Tommy Farr, from Tony- 


pandy, Wales, gave Joe Louis a - 


bad time in the prize r one 
night in 1937, and was bead of 
the decision in their heavyweight 
title fight. The other day, when 
Tommy was visiting here in the 
States, your correspondent was 
struck by the fact that practi- 
cally everyone who was born 
since—let’s say—the Hoover Ad- 
ministration has come. to accept 
this proposition as gospel, 


Mr. Farr did nothing to knock - 


it down. To be frank with you, 
I hadn’t expected that he would. 
“I won't say that I beat Looey,” 
Tom observed thoughtfully, when 
the point came up, “but it can't 
be said that Looey beat me.” 


Oh, yes, it can. The fight is 
clear in my memory. I put in 
with the officials, who gave Louis 
anywhere from eight to thirteen 
of the fifteen rounds. Joe had a 
tender right hand that night; so 
he used his left alm6st exclusive- 
ly, and turned Farr’s face into 
what looked like $1.50 worth of 
hamburger. When the fight was 
over, Tommy did not claim vic- 
tory. That thought came to him 
later, through one of those cur- 
jous sidelights of history that 
produce legends, + 


Few eyewitnesses believed Farr 
had, won. One of these was Clem 


‘Me arthy, who called the bout 
‘by radio, on a national network. 


Clement was a peerless caller of 
horse races. Fight-calling was 
new to him. He liked the way 
that Farr charged into Louis's 
left hand face-first. He was sat- 
isfied that these tactics had won 
the fight for Farr—and so was his 
audience of 20 million souls. 


The call was Clem's last one 
for a while. Next day, when 
Uncle Mike Jacobs, the promo- 
ter, learned that there had been 
two, fights, McCarthy's dnd the 
real one, he swallowed his syn- 
thetic teeth, turned the color of 
a dahlia; and stripped Clem of 
his epaulets. This action came too 
late jo stem’ the tide of myth. 
Twenty million radio fans hand- 
ed the wrong story down to their 
children, so that today the Louis- 
Farr fight is firmly fixed in the 
Yjst of famous fight legends, along 
with: ~ 

1-—-The legend that Jim Jeffries 
was drugged in his fight with 
Jack Johnson. (Don't worry, 
friends, I will not claim that I 
was there.) 

2—The legend that Carpentier 


‘@lmost knocked out Dempkey 


with a right hand in the second 
nd, (The motion pictures show 
t Dempsey took a half a step 
kward.) 
3—The ee that Billy Conn. 
4 have beaten Louis in their 
fight if he hadn’t with Hi- 
recklessness, siiddenly 
to knock Louis out. (I don’t 
Conn was ahead, but the 
‘point is this: He had used 
his speed and gone flatfooted, 
and had no choice but to punch 
and be punched.) 
Tom Farr now believes in the

Tommy has. beeri in our midst 
as a journalist, covering the un- 
pleasantness between Floyd Pat- 
terson and Brian London. He’s a 
rarity among ex-athlete journa- 
lists, in that he uses his own 
words in print. They are a much 
higher class of words than the 
ones he used in the ring to Jim. 
Braddock, Max Baer, Lou Nova, 
and Red Burman when he was 
trying, without great success, to 
push their teeth ‘down their 
throats. Farr was the most up- 
right British fighter who ever 
came among us. Going from loss 
to loss, he earned some $200,000 
here. 


To be exact historically, per- 
haps I should say that Joe Gould, 
his Anterican manager, earned 
some of it for him. Mr. Gould 
adopted Farr after his loss to. 
Braddock. It was while discuss- 
ing his own genius in obtaining 
rich matches for a losing fighter 
that Gould, in burst of pride, 
said: “I take off my hat to no 
manager.” 

“What of it?” said: the late 
Dumb Dan Morgan. “You don’t 
even take it off when you eat.” 


“Yes,” said the playwright,

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How Can I? 
By Anne Ashley 


Q. How can I frost the glass of 
a window? | 

A. Dissolve 6 ounces of Epsom 
salts in about 20 ounces of warm 
water. To this add 2 ounces of 
white dextrin, which will act as 
an adhesive when the mixture 
ia applied to the glass. The salts 
will erystallize into a covering 
similar to hoar frost. 


Q. How can I determine whe- 
ther yeast Is old? 

A. If there are dark spots on 
the yeast cake, it is better not 
to use it as some of the yeast 
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plants are dead. A good cake of, 


yeast is moist, uniformly creamy 
in color, and can be easily brok- 
en into crumbs, 


Q. How can I soften the skin? 

A. A good treatment for soft- 
ening and whitening the face, 
neck, arms, and hands is to mix 
a little raw cornmeal with sour 
milk, and apply. 


Q. How can 1 keep chamois 
soft? 

A. After having used the 
chamois, wash it carefully in 
warm soapy water;*then press 
earefully on a flat surface to dry. 
Do not hang it in the air or place 
on the radiator, as this will only 
make the skin hard and dry. 


Q, How can 1 keep eggs from 
bursting while boiling? 

A They will not burst if one 
end of eath egg is pricked with 
a needle before placing in the 
water. This makes an outlet for 
air and prevents the shell from 
cracking. 

Q. How can I remove old wall 
paper? 

A. Put a heaping tablespoon 
ful of saltpeter into each gallon 
of hot water, and apply liberally 
with a brush, Keep the water hot 
and after a few applications, the 


paper can be pulled from the 
wall very easily. 

Q. How should molasses be 
measured? - 


A. Grease the cup lightly be- 
fore measuring molasses, or dip 
it full of flour and then empty 
it. Either method will enable

Tore Down Houses 
To Find An Echo 


One of the world’s most fam- 
ous echoes has vanished. For 
centuries. this echo, on lovely. 
Lake Balaton, in Central Hun- 
gary, has been a household word, 
but to-day it can no longer be 
heard, 

This is because down the years, 
as trees grew and new buildings 
went up, the echo, which rever- 
berated back five or six times 
from the walls of the mediaeval 
church that looks over the lake, 
has been growing fainter. And 
now it has finally disappeared. 

Sound engineers were sent 
there recently to try to restore 
the echo. They returned and re- 
ported that trees would have to 
be cut down and houses demol- 
ished, but even then the elusive 
echo might still not return. 

Echoes have been called the 
radio stations of nature, Actual- 
ly, an echo is the throwing back 
of a sound wave. According to 
a Greek myth, Echo was a 
nymph who pined away for love 
until only her voice remained. 
Although echoes to-day retain a 
romantic qualtiy, sonics, the sci- 
ence of sound waves, explains to 
. us how they magnify sound. 

As curved mirrors play queer 
tricks with an image, sound mir- 
rors act similarly with sounds. 
They “bounce”: sound waves 
from. surface to surface, ~fre- 
quently altering their volume, 
pitch and number of repetitions. 

There ig an echo near Bingen, 
in Germany, which will toss a 
sound to and fro no fewer than 
seventeen times. The tomb of the 
wife of Sulla, in the Roman 
Campagna, will repeat a line of 
poetry which takes two and a 
half seconds to utter. In a cave 
in the Partheon in Rome the visl- 
tor, by only flapping his coat, 
can create an echo like the. re- 
port of a gun. 

It was after he had heard the 
famous bugle-echo at Killarney 
that Tennyson wrote the lyrie, 
“The Splendour Falls.” : 

“A bugle blast is echoed and 
re-echoed from the hills till it 
sounds as though a hundred 
bugles were blowing,” he wrote 
to a friend. 

The effect produced in “whis- 
pering galleries,” like the gal- 
jrey at St. Paul's Cathedral, Lon- 
don, is really a form of echo. A 
whisper there will creep across 
the dome to be picked 4 wit 
astonishing clearness on the op- 
posite side, 102 feet away. . 

When, many years ago, th 
U.S. House of Representatives 
met in Statuary Hall, Washing- 
ton, {t was said that the Speaker 
used to communicate privately 
with members by means of the 
dome’s “whispering track.” A fire 
later destroyed the dome.
